In view of certain” statements 
made, however, by. the Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs during the debate on the 
Second Reading, and of rumours 
that H.M. Government, . without 
waiting for the pasaing of the Bill, 
were already engaged in appoint:

the federation in July, 1924, remind- 
ed Mr. MacDonald of the assurance 
given by his predccessor that 
industrial interests should be re- 
presented on the committee, 

They were informed that of the 
ten seats on the committee two 
were allocated by the Bill, respec- 
‘tively, to a woman and toa citizen 


of the Chinese Republic, and it 


was proposed to fill the remaining 


eight seats by the chairman of. the 


committee,’ an M.P., two: repre- 
sentatives of education,’a financial 
expert, and three official repre-. 
sentatives, It would, therefore, 
not .be possible to appoint an 
industrial representative, .and it 
appeared that Mr, MacDonald was 
of the opinion that the interests of 
British industry could be adequate- 
ly served by the attendance of 
industrial representatives as expert 
witnesses before the committee. 
FAR FROM SATISACTORY. 
This situation appears to the 
Federation to be far from satis- 
factory. The suggested allocation 
of representation on the committee, 
together with the statements made 
in the House bythe Government's 
spokesmen, and the form in. which 
the Bill has emerged from the 
Standing Committee, all gives the 
impression that the question of the 
objects to which these funds 
are to be applied—which it had 
therto_been_understood_was_to. 
be left for decision until careful 
and impartial consideration Ah 5 
suitable committee had’.
